DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4 September 2003 has been entered. Also, note 
that the terminal disclaimer filed on 24 September 2002 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of US

This Office action is in response to (i) applicants' amendments filed 4 September 2003 
which cancels claims 5-7, amends claims 1 and 9-1 1.
